The Enuce of Ship Subiidy. 


Portland Oregonlan. 


Then' is no doubt whatever that the 


United States could build up a mer- 
chant marine by a seh.-ine of subsidies 
and 
Hiibv cut Ions. Our national re- 


MIUICCH would enable Us to create and 
to maintain the gi-<utc-a merchant 
licet in the world. 


But the people would lie comjielled 


lo pay the taxes ncccsnarv for its suii- 
port. 


First, it would cost twice as much 


to build the vessels in our country as 
the like \CHsels would cost for build- 
ing in foreign countries. And then 
twice as much, or almost twice us 
much, to sail them on the seas. The 
system could, however, be supported, 
if the subsidies were large enough. 
The subsidies, in turn, of necessity, 
could he sup|»irled by taxation of the 
people of the country. 


The system would'bring big money 


and great riches to those in position 
to take advantage of it. Shipbuilders 
and shipowners would piolit mightily 
by it. 
It would make certain ricli 


richer, with a diz/j rapidity. 
It 


would, morco%er, add another' great 
trust lo the number already existing; 
perhaps the greatest trust of them all. 
Amcilean \esM-i" are currying but a 
very small iiroporlion of American 
commerce. 
The reo.uo.i is that it is 


not pi-otHnble to build and sail Ameri- 
can ships. Cost of construction and 
operation, including wages of HCJIIK-II, 
is too high. Other nations can build 
and sail ships for less money, and 
therefore can carry for less 'money 
than we can. 


Now the solo question is whether 


we ought to tax the country and raise 
money to be paid to Ameiican ship- 
owners, so as to enable them to com- 
pete with foreigners, and especially 
:o drive them out of the American 
trade. This would require a great 
deal of money, drawn from the people 
by taxation. 
Beyond oucstion, it 


would imike the chief beneficiaries 
iioriuotibly rich. But would it cause 
our commodities to be carried over 
be seas at lower rates? 
Would It 


•nise tbe rates? Who, then, would 
>ay the higher ratcn but the pro- 
ducer. 


The essence of the demand for sub- 


ildics lies in the eon.plaint that for- 
ilgners are carrying our goods at 
rates too low—at rates so low that 
>ur own shipowners cannot compete, 
iouey, therefore, Is demanded from 
he treasury in sufficient sums txi

will be above the horizon before mid- 
night and will then become the ev- 
ening star. 


Vemii. which is now the evening 


star, will soon he at Its highest point 
in our western sky. ami then will 
gradually cross the Ay, in the months 
go by* and sink below the western 
horizon, to reappear in the eastern 
sky, before daylight as a morning 
star. 


These three planets, Venus, Jupiter 


and Man, are the three that we can 
see most easily. They are. to us, the 
most brilliant objects in the sky, ex- 
cepting the sun and moon. Mercury 
Is aim very brilliant, but It Is so close 
to the sun that we can only see It dur- 
ing a few evenings 01 mornings, 
twice a year either short Iv after sun- 
set, or shortly before sunrise,

work except for fees. Tho fees they 
charge are high. They do not enter 
their reports for judges to conBrm 
until and unless their fees are paid 
before hand. They invariably seal the 
evidence from publicity when wealthy

Thus courts arc respecters of persons. 
Thus courts protect persons fiom pub- 
licity in divorce proceedings because 
and in proportion to their wealth 
In such wealth-protected proceedings 
there is often collusion between the 
divorced persona. It is the kind of 
collusion which the lawyers know how 
to promote, while in language they 
get the colluding litigants to disavow 
and deny it! The form is according 
to law. The fact Is moral perjury, 
which the form of words framed by 
lawyers and permitted by courts pro- 
tects Ironj legal perjury.

always banks his lien house up high 
with coarse manure in the fall, thus 
keeping the wind out and letting the 
sun in. He i«ys he gets lots of eggs 
(luring the winter when they are very 
icarce with most people and high in 
price. Thus, a couple of hours' work 
muling manure may make all the 
difference between success and failure 
in securing winter eggs. 
"One of the surprising features of this 
season is tlie yield of the buckwheat 
crop," says tin exchange. '.'At the 
close of August the plants of some 
fields were scarcely above ground.

Tha Bull Ring. 


Tbe hardest duty that a soldier Is 


erer called upon to perform In times of 
peace and tbe duty wblr-b be dreads 
the most Is the guarding of military 
prisoner*. These are dlfldr-d Into two 
classes: 


First-Garrison prisoners, wbo have 


received 
light sentences for minor 


breaches ot discipline and will be re- 
turned to duty In a short time. 


Second,—Military convicts, who for 


attempted desertion or other serious 
military crimes Have been dishonor- 
ably discharged by order of a court 
martial and have received sentences 
varying from a few months' to several 
years' confinement at bard labor, ac- 
cording to tbe gravity of tbe offense. 
Into their ranks the vicious element or 
those wbo bold their oath of enlist- 
ment too lightly eventually and their 
way. 


Every morning at fatigue call the 


prisoners are drawn up lu a long line 
In front of the guardhouse and snr- 


, rounded by a chain of sentries. The 


somber prison garb of the "generals"— 
military convicts were formerly knows 
as "general prisoners"—Is marked wltb 
a gigantic capital "P," which renders 
them conspicuous and therefore makes 
escape more difficult. 


Some are evil looking fellows wltb 


long and unsavory records. Doubtless 
many have "done time" more than 
onci> ID civil prisons before evading tbe 
watchfulness of the recruiting officer 
and finding their way Into tbe army. 
Others are rosy cheeked lads who In 
all probability have yet to see their 
twenty-first birthday, and in nine 
cases out of ten tbe charge against 
them Is desertion 
Homesickness or 


restlessness under military restraint 
and discipline have led them into tbe 
rash act, tbe heavy penalties of wblcb 
they may not have fully realized. 


In groups of twos and three and 


guarded by sentries n-ltb loaded rides, 
tbcse men perform most of the dis- 
agreeable 
work 
and 
menial labor 


about the army post, which Is highly 
varied In character and may consist 


i of anything from sprinkling the flower 


beds on the officers' lawns to digging 
ditches for monster sewer pipes. Al- 
though they generally perform their 
enforced tasks cheerfully, occasionally 
a particularly disagreeable piece ot 
work causes a miniature strike, and a 
dozen men may "buck"—that is, re 
fuse to work.

If not there still 
remain military confinement on Ihe 
bread and natcr diet and as a last 
resort the dungeon.

grimmest phase of the soldier's life 
He may find himself standing guard 
over his best friend, with orders to 
shoot lo kill should his man attempt 
to escape.—Youth's Companion.
